As she drew nearer- 
the gate she says a negro man stepped 
inside, walked up and handed her a 
note, saying:

Councilman Hall was first heard 
from.

“The reductions proposed in my res- 
olution,” he stated, “are only tenta- 
tive, as the law requires that I name 
some specific amount. I urge that the 
cOmmittee call for an investigation at 
this time, as the railroad commission 
has agreed to hold it with that of 
electric light and power, and without 
any additianal cost to the city.” 

Robert A. Broyles said he was chair- 
man of the legislative committee of 
the Travelers’ Protective Association, 
Post B, which had indorsed the move- 
ment to investigate the question of 
street car fares in Atlanta. He said 
he had only the kindliest feelings for 
the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Conipany and its officials, but he sub- 
mitted that an investigation could 
harm nobody. 


Strong Appeal by Mr. Broyles. 


“An honest man always courts an in- 
vestigation,” he said, “and the dishon- 
est man should be forced to an inves- 
tigation. The street car directors are 
trying to make every dollar possible 
for their stockholders and they ought 
to make all they can that is fair and 
just to their patrons. It is fair to the 
people of this city who want an in- 
vestigation that such be held by the 
railroad commission, the only legally 
authorized body to which an appeal 
can be made. Jf the commission finds 
that no reduction should be made, that

Mr. Broyles took the floor again 
and said that it was an insult to the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Compa- 
ny and its officials for anybody to op- 
pose an investigation. 

“Why this opposition?” he asked; “is 
it. because the officers of the company 
fear an investigation, or because there 
is some skeleton in the closet which 
they wish'to conceal?” 

He said there was undoubtedly a 
tremendous wave moving over the 
city for an investigation of street car 
fares and the committee of council 
should, as representatives of the peo- 
ple, give heed to it. 

“Is there any other person who 
wishes to speak on either side?” asked 
the chairman; and, after a long pause, 
President Arkwright took the floor. He 
said that the company had no objec- 
tion at any time to any investigation, 
if it was needed or necessary.

“But this investigation is not want- 
ed,” he said. “It will work a needless 
injury to the company just at this 
time when we are perfecting a transi- 
tion in its ownership and getting ready 
for large improvements to cost much 
money. Any investigation tends to 
discourage such improvements. The 
question has been asked if it will 
cost the company anything. Why, it 
will cost us twice or three times what 
it costs the city, and we are already 
being put to heavy expense by the in- 
vestigation of our--electric lighting 
and power system. It may cost us 
$20,000, and it will last six or nine 
months, and all that time we will be 
kept at a standstill because we will 
not know what to expect.” 

Mr. Arkwright. took, the position 
that cheaper fares would retard de 
velopment and prevent a good service. 
He said that tigre had been a similar 
investigation in 1908, and the decision 
of the railroad. commission was that 
five cents Was a chéap enough fare. 
He said that in deciding about the 
necessity of an investigation, the com- 
mittee should weigh the matter care- 
fully and decide if Atlanta wanted 
cheap fares and a cheap service. He 
stated that the company had, from 
time to time, reduced fares and long 
rides of 15 and 18 miles were now 
given when the fares used to be 10 
and 15 cents. 


What Was Spent for Improverents. 


In answer to a question vy a mem- 
ber of the committee, Mr. Arkwright 
said that the company had been pay- 
ing out between $700,000.and $800,000 | 
a year for the past ten years in im- 
provements and extensions. This 
amount included the lighting and pow- 
er system. 

“Besides all this,” said Mr. Ark- 
wright, “we have the solemn promise 
of the city made in 1892 that we 
would be harassed no more, -but 
would be allowed to operate our lines 
in peace, provided we gave good servy- 
ice.” 

Alderman Nutting wanted to know 
what it would cost to have an under- 
ground slot system, and the reply 
was about $100,000 a mile, which 
would not include the material 
which would be thrown away.

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Washington, February 26.—Senater 
Gardner, of Maine, today introduced a 
bill under which the government would 
take over the properties of the express 
companies and operate them as a part 
of the postal service, extending the 
service to the rural delivery. 

The measure indicates the probable 
cost of taking over the properties as 
follows: 

Real ‘property $14,93,169, equippment 
$7,381,405, materiais and supplies 1338,-' 
210 advance payments on contracts $5,- 
$36,666, and tranchises, good will, etc., 
$10,877,369, a total of $39,165,819. 

While the balance sheets of the com- 
panies show other assets of nearly 
$150,000,000, Senator Gardner argues 
that these are not devoted to express 
service and that this property might 
be retained by the corporations without 
impairing its value. 

it is proposed by the authors of the 
bill for the establishment of the “pos- 
tal express,” including members of both 
branches of congress, that rates charg- 
ed for express. service under the gov- 
ernment shalk- be Based upon weight 
and length of haul rather than upon 
the system in effect for the carrying of 
mails. .The power to fix rates would 
rest with the postoffice department, 
subject to appeal to the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

Senator Gardner, in a long statement

Senator Lodge's Statement. 

Senator Lodge's statement, of 
course, is regarded ag a positive de- 
clination to support the former presi- 
dent’s candidacy. It follows: 

“T am opposed to the constitutional 
changes advocated by Colonel Roose- 
velt in his recent speech at Columbus. 
I have very strong convictions on 
those questions which, during the past 
three or four years, I have expressed 
in pwhlic with such force of argument 
as I could command. But Colonel 
Roosevelt and I for thirty years, whol- 
ly apart from politics, have been close 
and most intimate friends, I must con- 
tinue to oppose the policies which he 
urged at Columbus, but I cannot per- 
sonally oppose him who has been my 
lifelong friend, and for this reason I 
shall take no part whatever in the 
campaign for the presidential nom!i- 
nation.” 

In the senate, his declaration 
brought an announcement from Sena- 
tor Rayner, of Maryland, that he would 
address the senate at the

People Must Have Last Word. 


“My position is simple. It is, that if

“T wish to-catl your attention to the 
entirely different character of the na- 
tional and the state constitutions. In 
the national constitution we deal with 
an instrument designed to _ define 
the limits of power between the nation 
and the several states. So, that as re- 
gards the national constitution there | 
must necessarily be somebvay capable 
of deciding what are those limits, when. 
we come to discuss the r+’ative claims | 
of conflicting sovereignties, each gov- 
erning its own sphere. The constitu- 
tion of any state has notaing analoguus | 
to that, about it. There is no ques- 
tion in a state of conflicting sovereign- 
ties. There is only one sovereignty, the 
sovereignty of the people. You arc not 
the sovereigns, neither is the executive, 
neither is the judiciary. 

“All three of you possess powers 
delegated to you by the people but 
not parted with by the people, and 
therefore, whereas, in the national con- 
stitution the legislative branch has no 
power save that which is expressly 
granted to it by the constitution, un- 
der the state constitution the legis- 
lative body has all the power that is 
not forbidden it by the constitution. 
It is a fundamental difference. 

Officials Only Servants of Pevuple. 

“I will speak of ours as a govern- 
ment or division of powers. ‘i'‘hat is 
true jnsotar as Wwe deal with the di- 
vision among the representatives of 
the people of the power delezateg to 
them by the people, but it is not true 
ix by it we mean there is a division 
of power between the people and the 
representatives. 

“In the last resort the people after 
due deliberation are to be and must be 
the means and their representatives: 
their servants. There is nothing ig- 
noble in any man, fit to be a public 
servant, avowing that he is such, It 
vas Abraham Lincoln, who in his first 
inaugural, spoke of his absolute re- 
sponsibility to—I use his words—‘his 
masters, the American people.’

I advocate 
the method I am advocating because 
t sezms to me to offer a better chance 
of reaching a right solution than any 
other, but I am wedded to the purpose 
that I uphold. I wish to put a stop 
to the courts nullifying laws which 
the people deem necessary to their 
general welfare. Differences about 
methods are mere differences of detail, 
but the difference is fundamental be- 
tween me and those men who hold that 
the peopte are not, after due thought 
and deliberation, to find their desire 
expressed in the law of the land. I 
stand at opposite poles from those 
worthy gentlemen whose conoeption of 
the relations. between the canstitu- 
ticn and the people_.is that the con- 
stitution is a straight jacket to con- 
trol an unruly patient. I regard the 
constitution as a means for giving the 
fullest expression t6 the deliberate 
and well thought out jidgment of the 
American people, an@’I’teel that any 
state constitution which fails to pro- 
vide a means for giving such full ex- 
pression to the deliberate and well 
thought out judgment of the people 
of the state, falls short of what a con- 
stitution shoulq be under our system 
of government. 


The Purpose of the Constitution. 


“It has in the last few days been 
saiqd that the constitution was built to 
be a shield against the passions of the 
people. If that is all that a man’s 
conception is of the constitution, he is 
unfit to understand what American 
democracy means. The constitution is, 
and should be, designed so as to make 
it ‘necessary for the people to delib- 
erate before they act. But the conatl- 
tution, if it is to be an instrument for 
the promotion of justice, must be de- 
signed to give effect, practical] effect, 
to their acts, when they have thus 
deliberately recorded their judgment. 
In short, friends, I hold that the only 
safe attitude for Us here in America 
to take is the attitude taken by Abra- 
ham Lincoln, the attitude of believ- 
ing that if an issue of wisdom or un- 
wisdom, or right or wrong, is put fair- 
ly before 'the people, that t people 
can be trusted to make theif’ 
for themselves. If you do npt \believe 
in the people, say so, and av 
system of government; b ) 
things do not make believe that you 
trust the people. Do not in speech 
claim to trust the people, ang then un- 
derhandedly endeavor so to frame the 
constitution and the laws that you 
shall trick them out of their right of 
self-government. 

“T hold that no man, whether in exec- 
utive or legislative or judicial officw, or 
in private life, has a right to call him- 
self the servant of the people unless he 
serves first his own consciense unless 
his prime loyalty is to the immutable 
laws of righteousness, but I hold that 
it is his duty to endeavor to get the 
people to act wisely by a frank and 
honest appeal to them and a readiness 
to abide by their decision, and not by 
trying to invent ingenious devices 
which shall seem to give expression to 
the popular will, while really deny- | 
igg it. 

People Must Govern Themselves. 

“Our systemof government is acon- 
fessed failure unless the people are to 
be trusted to govern themselves. You 
trust them to make the constitution: 
remember that the power to interpret 
is really the power to make, and give 
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the people, to appeal to their common 


'gense, their spirit of decency and fair

AMERICAN BLUEJACKET 
CLASSED BELOW PAR 


Washington, February 26.—That the 
American bluejacket is not all that 
he might be physically or mentally is 
the conclusion to be drawn from a 
report by the fleet surgeon of the 
Atlantic fleet on ‘his examination of 
recruits. The average age of the re- 
cruit is said to be too young, a ma- 
jority being under 25 years, and a 
large number of “ordinary seamen” 
under 20 years of age. More care 
shouki be exercised in selection, the 
report -insigts. 

The surgeon found some striking evi- 
dences of physical and mental] degen- 
eration among the men on the two or 
three ships; he argues, although they 
appeared to be performing their duties 
setisfactorily, these men would fail in 
time of great excitement. Many un- 
der-sizeqg men and men with poor 
physique were noticed. Regarding the 
youthfulness of the recruits the re- 
pert says: 

“It is true that youth presents the 
advantage of alertness and readier sus- 
ceptibility for training, but presents 
the great disadvantage of lightness in 
weight, immaturity of mind, the lack 
of power to endure hardships or ex- 
posure, and it.is doubtful if- their 
physical ang mental powers would co- 
ordinate in time of some trying emer- 
gency.

Center of the Storm Was Near 
Pine Bluff and Several Coun- 
ties Were Ravaged— Resi- 
dences Torn to Splinters and 
Scattered. 


Little Rock, Ark., February 26.—De- 
tails of a double tornado which devas- 
tated portions of Lincoln, Jefferson and 
Arkansas counties, particularly the lat- 
ter two, Sunday. afternoon, place the 
list of dead at ten, with at least 25 
persons seriously injured. 

In addition, the storms caused prop- 
erty loss that, as yet, can only be 
approximately estimated. 

Handsome Arisa» plantation equip- 
ment, and pumping stations caught 
in the path of the storm were reduced 
to wreckage ang strewn along in the 
wake of the storm for miles. Fire 
broke out in a number of the homes 
following the wreckage and only the 
providential, rain that accompanied the 
winds saved many of those who had 
been caught in ruined buildings from 
being burned to death,

Homes Torg to Splinters. 

The homes were picked up and scat- 
tered in every direction by the terrific 
force of the wind. 

The home of Ed Johnson, near Al- 
myra, in Arkansas county, was car- 
ried 40 feet into the air and dropped. 
Six were killed outright, and Mr. John- 
son,and the remaining child were per- 
haps fatally injured. Timbers froa 
pumping stations in the rice fields of 
Arkansas county were torn away and 
hurled aloft, some striking the earth 
and penetrating to a depth of 6 feet. 
In the prairie country south of Stutt- 
gart two teams were swept away 
bodily, and have not been found. 

The handsome home of 8, V. Cutler, 
near Almyra, one of the costliest resi- 
dences in Arkansas county, was wreck- 
ed, and with two large barns and gen- 
eral plantation equipment, was scat- 
tered. 

The Cutler family had gone to a 
neighbor's and escaped. 

From the Swan Lake district, in 
Jefferson county, the injured were hur- 
ried to hospitals in Pine Bluff. 

There were apparently two storms.- 
That which struck the eastern portion 
of Jefferson county occurred about 6 
o'clock in the afternoon, while that in 
Arkansas county is reported to have 
occurred between 4 and 5 o’clock in wie 
afternoon.

M. D. Malone, manager of a show at 
124 Decatur street, was on trial charg- 
ed with violating section 2900 of the 
new city code, in that he was running 
a picture machine and did not have a 
license. Complaint from Harry J. 
Glenn, another operator ‘who said he 
had a license and belonged te the 
union, had caused the arrest. 

“Lots of us boys are out of work 
how and ioafing Lecause these men 
without licenses are running ma- 
chines,” said Glenn in his testimony. 
“I am just ‘relieving’ and there are 
others in the same fix. If we've paid 
license I think we ought to be protect- 
ed.” He denied that the union had 
caused the complaint. 

W. A. Fuller, attorney for the de- 
fendant, showed that Malone as man- 
ager did not operate the machine con- 
tinually, but only to allow the regular 
man to go to supper and in other 
emergencies. He thought Malone 
should be allowed to take out a license 
and not be fined. Then he said the 
ordinance was uncoastitutional in that 
it made the gaining of necessary ex- 
perience to pass an eXamination un- 
lawful in itself and discriminated be- 
tween residents and non-residents.

The committee of the cabinet met the 
coal owners again this afternoon. The 


toward peace had been made since Fri- 
day. <As far as Scotland and England 
are concerned, they are prepared to 
make such concessions as would settle 
the dispute in a few hours, 

The owners agreed to grant a mini- 
mum wage to the miners employed in 
abnormal places and a general mini- 
mum wage from whicn only old men 
and boys should Le excepted. 

Some of the Welsh owners are believ- 
ed already to have agreed to yield to 
the opinion of the majority and to dis- 
cuss the question of a minimum wage, 
although they are still outwardly op- 
posed to granting it. 

Some of the miners, whose notice ex- 
pired today, decided to quit ‘work. Otb- 
ers Who had notified their intention to 
stop between today and Wednesday 
have decided to remain at work until 
the last day of the month. About 30,000 
workers in other industries have al- 
ready received notice from their em- 
ployers that the factories will be closed 
umess the coal strike is averted. 

The first miners actually to lay down 
their tools were a few thousand em- 
ployed in the Shirland and Alfecton 
pits in Derbyshire, who ceased work at 
noon today.

The entire lower floor is di- 
vided in market spaces, meat stands 
through the center and stands for oth- 
er-purposes aiong the side walls. The 
ipper two floors ef the city building 
ccntain offices. for all. city depart- 
ments,and include an armory ‘hall, au- 
ditorium and police court. -The annual 
rcceipts from the maxkef are approxi- 

nately $10,000. 

“For a number ef; 
was well patronized 
with their produce, and their goods 
were sold at a very reasonable price. 
The farmers likewise brought-in their 
meats and sold them at a price below 
what was charged by the local retai]} 
meat markets. At that time the peo- 
ple were really benefitteg by the mar- 
ket, but this condition has somewhat 
changed. The farmers have awaken- 
eq to the fact that they can get the 
same prices as the local retail dealers, 
and with few exceptions they are get- 
ting it.

When sufficiently raised add two cups 
of seeded or seedless raisins; mix; add 
more flour and knead until dough is 
smooth; let rise. Make into loaves and 
bake one hour. When baked wet top 
of loaves with sugar and hot water to 
prevent the crust becoming too hard.

Georgia’s._delinguent girl problem 
can be solved by an industrial school, 
according to Mrs. Martha P. Falcon- 
er, superintendent of the Sleighton 
Farm reformatory @ Darlington, Pa, 
who is visiting in the city. 

Mrs. Falconer has been in Atlanta 
for several days. She ts stopping at 
the Georgian Terrace. and has deliv- 
ered numerous addresses at various 
churches and clubs. She intends to 
remain in the city for some time yet, 
and has made a careful study of con- 
ditions both here and in the state. 

“Do not construe my attitude as 
critical,” she told a Constitution re- 
porter, “but I do'think Georgia should 
have just such am ‘institution as the 
one of which — am in charge. The 
state could easily afford it, I should 
think, and it would remedy a condi- 
tion which ‘deserves attention from 
all classes. If*1I were a resident of 
your state, I would not stop until I 
had been instrumental in establishing 
guch a school. 

In: Love With Surroundings. 

“The Sleighton Farm school now has 
465C girls, all of whom:are progressing 
finely in their work, and are in love 
with their surroundings. It was es- 
tablished in 1843, and since has grown 
Tapidly. It was at first a private in- 
stitution, but several years ago was 
secured by the state. I was. surprised 
to learn th@t Gedrgia had no school 
of that class, but I hope to soon see 
one erected, 

“One could not make a “—visit to 
Sleighton farm without becoming in- 


terested in the work being carrieqd on. 
Four hundred and fifty delinquent 
Sirls are difficult. to.handle effective- 
ly, and there is always one or more 
who grow tired of their semi-imprison- 
ment, and try to escape, yet we have 
had no such happenings in five years 
or more, The girls all take a decided 
interest in their work, and many of 
them upon beeomingyof age are placed 
in preparatory schools and colleges, 
and gain an education, equipping them- 
selves for the higher plane of life they 
invariably desire to lead.” 

Asked about the character of a re- 
formatory for girls that she would sug- 
gest ta be established in Georgia, Mrs. 
Falconer said that one on a small 
ecale first could be equipped: at no 
great amount of expense, and that it 
could be extended as the demands 
grew. 

“It isn’t the vastness of the sur- 
roundings which benefit the inmate,”’ 
she said; “it’s the Bife within the build- 
ings. A prison+as large as the regu- 
ulation United States penitentiaries, 
with all the modernness of a million- 
aire’s home—with prison regulations 
and tactics employed—would not bring 
the desired results. It is the spirit of 
the institution which brings the girl 
into a joy of right living. 

One Day in Girl’s Life. 

“Just for an example, we'll take one 
day of the life of the average inmate 
of Sleighton Farm school: She arises 
at'a moderately early hour, dresses 
completely and eats breakfast. She is 
allowed two hours for any particular 
work she desires, and then she attends 


Classes of the branch of education 
Which will equip her for a vocation 
she intends to enter upon leaving the 
school. After class hours, the girls are 
turned free upon the farm, and do the 
chores required of them.’ .In the after- 
noon games are played, and for all 
those who care, gymnasium classes are 
held. In the evening the large library 
is thrown open, and most of the time 
is spént in reading. At bed time each 
of the girls sleep in a single bed room, 
which is furnished better than those 
of the average hotel. No companion 
is given anw” of the inmates during 
sleeping hours, and I d this very 
beneficial in suppressing mischief, plots 
and schemes for escape. Entertain- 
ments are often given, and 
method to bring happiness 
blighted life ig employed. 

“Georgia could follow the same plan. 
Its number of delinquents, I under- 
stand, is about as large as the averaze 
State of its size. Instead of preparing 
a plan to rebuild one’s character, when 
a girl is tried in the juvenile or other 
courts, imprisoned or freed, the au- 
thorities turn her into the streéts, to 
face disgrace, shame and continue the 
former habits. If she. were placed in 
an institution of reformation, and if its 
methods were as those of Sleighton 
Farm, she would have some incentive 
to aspire to a higher rlone and achieve 
her regenerated ambitions,” 

Mrs. Falconer delivered an interest- 
ing address last night before the trus- 
tees of the Harriet Hawkes home at 
the Carnegie library. The speaker 
made many valuable suggestions for 
methods to be employed in the pro- 
posed local. institution. About fifty 
people were present at the meeting.

CUMMINS ISSUES 
TRUST PLATFORM 


Would Limit Extent to Which 
Corporations May Be 
Capitalized. 


Washington, February 26.—The trust 
platform of Senator Cummins, candi- 
date for the republican nomination for 
president, is embodied in a bill which 
Senator Cummins introduced today, de- 
signed to strengthen greatly. the gov- 
ernment’s anti-trust powers. 

The measure would provide what it 


to. limit the size of corporations and to 
guard against unfair. or ruinous com- 
petition through. protracted undersell- 
ing. It’ would put ‘into being a trades 
commission ‘in ‘which: the present cor- 
porations ,bureau would be merged 
with all its present powers. 

The purpose in Himiting corporations, 
it is set forth, is not to prevent opera- 
tion of business in a hig way with 
economy of production, but to limit 
therm ‘in oe very beginning in such a 

ay as ave room at least for oth- 

‘rs of eM Aanttane the samé «amagni- 
tude between which healthful compe- 
tition may be preserved. The law. would 
apply. oniy to. corporations capitalized 
at $5,000,000 or more and not interstate 
commerce common carriere. 

The “trade commission” would - be 
conyposed of three members to serve 
nine years each at $10,000 a vear and 
empowered to émploy’ secretaries, ex- 
aminers, experts and the like. The com. 
mission would inquire into the organ- 
ization of all corporations and into the 
conduct of’ the bustness of al: corpora- 
tions. 

If the commission finds that any cop- 
poration employs, or proposes to em- 
ploy, an extent of capital which would 
destroy or prevent substantially com- 
petive conditions, the bill provides that 
either the commission or the depart- 
ment of justice “may bring’ the nec- 
essary suit to enjoin. The flexibility of 
of this provision is in the commission's 
ight to prescribe a _ period within 
which the violation must cease. 

It would exclude from commerce all 
corporations which directly or indirect- 
ly control capital] stock or exercise any 
other means of contrvl in any other 
cerporation, and also corporations cap- 
italizeg at $16,000,900 or more whose 
directors or officers are on the board 
of directors or among the officers of 
banking institutions.

Louisville, February 26.—The west- 
ern Union Telegraph Company has the 
right to condemn property along the 
right of way of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad for the erection of 
its own poles and wires, according to 4 
decision han@ed down here today in 
Jefferson county court. The Western 
Union's contract with the railroad ex- 
pires next August and the telegraph 
company recently no<ified the railroad 
that this qonereet would not be renew- 
ed.

Brown's office for the appo.ntmen:, 
and along with them a large number 
of indorsements from the friends of the 
applicants. 

Worsham Is Mentioned. 

Among the most recent appearances 
on the horizon of the agricultural com- 
missioner’s race is that of State Ento- 
mologist E. Lee Worsham, whose 
friends are pushing him for the posi- 
tion. Mr. Worsham has not applicd for 
the appointment, nor has he made the 
statement that he would be a canat- 
date, but it is known that certain of 
his friends are manifesting activity in 
this direction itn his behalf, and it is 
éommon report at the,capitol that he 
may be heard from in the race. 

It is also said that Mr. Worsham 
would not accept the appointment from 
the governor, in the event it should pe 
made on the understanding that he 
would keep out of the race for the of- 
fice, as it would involve too great a4 
sacrifice on his part. 

Whether the governor will take this 
view of the matter and appoint some 
one not a candidate to fill Mr. Hua- 
son’s unexpired term, the governor 
alone Knows. That policy has been 
sometimes pursued by governors, wnen 
@ race was already on, and, on the 
other hand, there have been appoint- 
ments to state offices of those who ¢éx- 
pected to run for the office before tne 
people. 

Other Candidates. 

Hon. J. D. Price, of Oconee, is a 
well-known aspirant for the commis- 
sionership, and seeks both the appoint- 
ment and election as Mr. Hudson’s suc- 
cessor. Mr. Price is a former state 
senator and a well-known farmer. He 
is said to have some strong indorse- 
Mr. 
Price has been actively in the race for 
some time, and has been to many sec- 
tions of the state in connection with 
his campaign. 

Hon. J. J. Conner, of Bartow, it is 
said, is also seeking the appointment 
at the hands of the governor, and ex- 
pects, too, to be a candidate before tne 
state primary this year. Mr. Conner 
was formerly president of the state 
agricultural society, and has held im- 
portant committee positions in connec 
tion with agricultural work in the 
state legislature. 

Hon. A. O. Blalock, of Fayette, pres- 
ident pro tem. of the senate, is a well- 
known candidate for the commissioner- 
ship, but is not an applicant for the ap- 
pointment. He was on the other sice 
of the political fence. . 

It is reported that friends of Captain 
R. F. Wright, assistant commissioner 
of agriculture, may urge Governor 
Brown, to give him the appointment, 
especially in the event he should deciae 
to give it to someone who would agree 
not to enter the race. Captain Wrignt 
has long had aspirations to be com- 
missioner, and his name has been prom- 
inently mentioned as a prospective can- 
didate, though he has never gotten, ac- 
tively into the race. He is understood, 
however, to have the matter under con- 
sideration.
